URGES A GERMANIC UNION. 


Ujoriisou Propones Allying; Croup of 


Nation* to Reduce War BudgetM. 
Ejornstjeruo Bjornsou has outlined 


his idea of the future grouping of na- 
tions in an interesting letter to a friend 
In Paris, which has been communicat- 
ed to the Chicago Daily News corns 
spondent by the American novelist. 
Vance Thompson. Bjornsou advocates 
what he culls a "Germanic union" be- 
Uveeii Goriaauy, Enghind. Austria, the 
United States, Switzerland, Scandina- 
via, 
the Netherltinds iiud Luxemburg. 


-In such n union," says lijornson. 


"the little states would bo torced to re- 
nounce all idea of foreign policy. This 
renunciation would enable them to re- 
duce their military organizations aijd 
sa\e enormous sums of money. Tbe 
initial work in such a union would be 
colonial and also the concluding of 
treaties with other nations looking to 
tbe wholesale reduction of war budg- 
ets. 


"I am certain of the success of any 


proposal in tbe latter direction emanat- 
ing from such a formidable Germanic 
consolidation, but from that to a firm 
alliance between this vast group of 
peoples and tbe creation of a perma- 
nent supreme tribunal to decide inter- 
state differences the way is long. What 
to my mind is essential is that the 
members of national families should 
seriously face tbe question of union, 
the Germanic group being the one that 
should open tbe way/'

Among the many sweeping changes 
i.°ade by the code is that which ren- 
cers it illegal to pay out any money 
unless there are funds on hands. The 
tld council in anticipation of the June 
tuxes made improvement!? and made 
1 urchases amounting to much more 
fian is en hands in the various funds. 
It was to provide ways and means for 
r-eeting these claims tnat Mayor Cril- 
iv called the special session of the city 
council.

s,el answered to the roll call. 


Mayor Crilly named as his appoin- 


tees for the Board of Public Safety, 
Frank Bolton, four year's term and 
'rheodore M. Ball, two year's term.

Mayor Crilly addressed the council 


pertaining to the financial situation of 
the city. He h.ad prepared a table 
showing the present seriousness of 
His case. The mayor stated that 
there is on hands in "the" city treasury 
?13,248.30 and much more will 
be 


needed before the June taxes come in 
next August.

He stated that Mr. DeCrow, ex 


pert electrician of the Western Elec 
trie company, from whom the dynamo 


was-purchased, had claimed that there 
iTf many breaks in the lighting sys- 
tem and that it ia not uafe to make a 
test with a high voltage dynamo. Mr. 
.Moser spoke in favor of retaining'the 
dynamo and of repairing the entire 
l.ghting system. 


Mayor Crilly stated that the com- 


j.'aints regarding the police service are 
m part true. But it is the fault of the 
city council. 
Newark has as fine a 


fire department as any uty ai Ohio. 
Council haB never given much atten- 
tion, to the polifJi department. 
It 


needs more men and more training. 
Having these, the mayor said, he will 
g.ve the city the best police depart- 
ment in the state." 


Pr?sident Rossel appointed J. R. 


.lo^er and Charles Conrad as a com- 
mittee to select the thirty-six jurors 
c serve in the Mayors court during 
he coming year. 
A resolution, offered by Judge Hun- 
er, that the jurors be selected from 
he various precincts of the city and 
Lat they be apportioned according to 
he vote at the sprmg election.

An ordinance providing a clerk for

City Treasurer W. N. Fulton ad- 


dressed the council regarding the city 
rponey now deposited in banks of the 
city. Mr. Fulton thought it better to 
deposit the money in tne vaults at the

.anks. 


Council decided to meet Thursday 


evening as a committee of the whole 
to take action on the financial situa- 
tion and to decide whether to receive 
:he electric light dynamo or not.

DICKENS CHARACTER 


Water In tlie Kalahari Desert. 


The bushmcn in the Kalahari desert 
ifteii live scores of rniies from places 
where water comes to the surface. 
During a certain part of the year sharp ' 
storms pass over the Kalahari, cover- 
ng tlie appavc"*'/ arid region with tha 
brightest of verdure and tilling for a 
few short clays the water courses with 
roaring torrents. The bushuicn l:now 
how to find water by digging in the 
bottoms of these dried up river bods. 
They dig a hole three or four feet deep 
and then tie a sponge to the end of a 
nollow reed. The sponge absorbs the 
moisture at the mottorn of the hole, nud 
the natives draw it into their mouths 
through the reed and then empty it into 
calabashes for future use. 


The animals that inhabit such wastes 


as the Kalahari are of course accus- 
tomed to living upon very small and 
infrequent supplies of water. The Bech- 
uana do not lead tiieir cattle to the 
drinking places oftcner than ouce in 
two or three days. It is said that goats 
in the Kalahari frequently pass mouths 
Without water. 


"Bine Hen's Chickens." 


Everybody knows that natives of 


Delaware are called 
"Blue Hen's 


Chickens," but not one in a hundred 
can tell you why they are so called. 
The epithet is said to have had its ori- 
gin in the following: 


One of Delaware's most gallant fight- 


ers in the war of the Revolution was a 
Captain Caldwell, who was notorious 
for his fondness for cockfightins- 
He 


drilled his men mlmirably, they beinjj 
known throughout the army as "Cald- 
well's Gamecocks." 


This same Caidwell held to the pe- 


culiar theory- that no cock was really 
game unless its mother was a blue heii. 


As the months wore away Caldwell's 


men became known as the "Blue Hen's 
Chickens," a title which only increased 
their respect for the old gamecock cap- 
tain. The nickname became famous 
and after the close of the war was ap- 
plied indiscriminately to all natives of 
the Diamond State.

SENOR SOTO'S DREAM. 


It I* • United States or Central Amer- 


ica. 


A United States of Contnil America, 


With one president,, one congress, at 
peace within as without, such is the 
dream of Senor Marco Aurelio Soto. 
from 1876 to 1883' president of Hon- 
duras, who recently arrived in New 
York from Costa Rica and was inter- 
viewed by a New Yoilc Tribune re- 
porter at the Waldorf-Astoria in New 
York city. Speaking of the seiiliiueut 
of the five Central Ami'ivan states on 
the interoceauic canal question Seiior 
Soto said: 


"Central America is very much dis- 


appointed at the selection of the Pan- 
ama rather than the Nicaragua route 
by the United States. Colombia as a 
body is hostile to America cutting its 
canal from Colon to Panama because 
it considers that America would be en- 
croaching on its territory. There is 
every probability tbat the Colombian 
congress, which meets this month, will 
refuse to ratify the canal treaty, al- 
though if America wants the",caiial dug 
through that territory she will un- 
doubtedly dig it, wlllynilly. Central 
America, on the other hand, is perfect- 
ly willing, even eager, tliat the United 
States should choose the Nicaragua 
route, which, allowing for the sweet 
water lake of Nicaragua, which the 
route embraces and whose advantages 
to ships are obvious, is but little longer 
than the isthmus route. 


"The further advantages of the Nic- 


araugua route are many and divers. 
The climate is varied and inland aud 
on elevatious delicious the year round. 
Americans who have been in the Cen- 
tral American republics contrast it fa- 
vorably even with tbe Uuited States. 
The Colombian climate, however, is 
bad and the country of few possibili- 
ties. -But Central America is rich in 
tropical fruits, woods, rubber, coffee, 
cocoa, gold, silver and other minerals. 
It possesses -imiueus^ possibilities for 
further development," given American 
capital, interest and immigration. With 
American methods of sanitation and 
hygiene it will be as free from fever 
and malaria as is Cuba today. Central 
America believes, too, that the United 
States by railroads could do as much 
for it as it has done for Mexico. It be- 
lieves American immigration could 
bring that peace and prosperity which 
every right minded citizen desires. 
That is why we still hope America will 
reconsider her decision and select the 
Nicaragua route for the canal."

This is hardly feas-1 
ible in a city the size of Newark, but' 
what is the matter with giving them 
1'riday afternoon., Last year the dry 
goods merchants tried this plan and 
it worked in a most satisfactory man- 
ner. 
Its scope should be extended, 


and apply to every retail store in 
Newark.
